Farm property in Letcher 
County is now worth more 
than $3,316,000, and rural hom- 
ew here and throughout the 
state are in the best condition 
in history, according to a re- 
port just released by the Tile! 
Council of America. 

More than 75 per cent of 
farm dwellings in Kentucky'| 
and the South are in excellent 
condition or need only such 
minor repairs as painting or 
general maintenance, the re- 
pert revealed. Only 61.1 per 
cent were in good repair in 
1940. The report was based on 
Bureau of the Census surveys. 

“The rise in farm incomes 
and property values since 19- 
49 has been accompained by 2 
great increase in the number 
of rural homes equipped with 
such modern conveniences as 
electric lights, tiled baths and 
showers and running water,” 
said F. B. Ortman, chairman 
of the Council’s residential 
construction committee. 

Electricity, for instance, has 
gone into hundreds of thous- 
ands of the nation’s rural 
dwellings since 1940, Ortman 
noted. More than 59 per cent 
of all homes now have electric 
lights, in contrast to 31-3 per 
cent in 1940.

PROPOSED FEDERAL AID 
FUNDS FOR HIGHWAYS 

Frankfort, Ky., Jan. 26 — 
Thomas H. Cutler, Chief High- 
way Engineer, Kentucky De- 
partment of Highways, was 
in Washington today to at- 
tend public hearings on pro- 
posed legislation providing for 
continued federal-aid funds 
for state highways. 

Mr. Cutler, a member of the 
executive committee of the 
Highway Officials, will repre- 
American Association of State 
sent Kentucky at the hearings 
jecheduled for tomorrow, Wed- 
Pe and Thursday. 

The current $500,000,000 an- 
a federal-aid program un- 
der which Kentucky receives 
$9,000,000 per year, will end 
this-year unless new legisla- 
; tion is enacted by the present 
| congress. 
| Mr. Cutler said two new fed- 
jeral-aid bills have been intro- 
duced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, one of which would 
|continue the annual $5,000,000 
jappropriation indefinitely and 
'would provide an additional 
$25,000,000 per year for con- 
struction of highways in na- 
tional forests. 

Funds appropriated must be 
matched equally by the states 
and are apportioned 45 per 
cent on federal-aid primary 
highways, 30 on fec 
eral aid secondary highways 
and 25 percent on urban high- 
ways. 

The other house bill would 
continue the appropriation for 
three years, Mr. Cutler said, 
and a proposed senate bill 
would provide a $300,000,000 
annual appropriation for two 
years.

‘LET’S HAVE A GARDEN 

Vegetable gardening is a 
fme hobby to pursue, and a 
healthful one, too, as it gets 
the. gardener outdoors where 
he may get his share of sun- 
shine vitamin, and an inex- 
pensive sun-tan besides. Gar- 
dening is beneficial exercise, 
as much the same motions are 
used as on a golf course, where 
jaded office persons and oth- 
ers go to “get their feet cn 
the ground.” It is a safety 
valve for pent-up emoiicns; an 
excellent way to reduce pres- 
sure after a difficult day is to 
whack off weeds and deal 
death to insects in a garden. 

Gardening imparts to th 
gardener the ultimate in satis- 
faction, as he realizes that in 
prdoucing his vegetables he 
has become their part-creator, 
and this should make hin 
proud. Further, the vegetables 
that result are incomparably 
fine food; garden fresh, they 
hold all their nutriment and 
goodness, and their producer 
may be proud of them on just 
that account. That is to say 
that benefit flows from grow- 
ing the vegetablees and from 
the vegetableese themselvees. 
“Who cuts his own wood is 
twice warmed.” 

Now, having a garden is 
easy where there is the space, 
but many house plots are too 
small to afford the space or

In the past most at- 
tention has been given to sus- 
pension problems so as to get 
tue most comfortable ride. But 
the passengers still remained 
annoyed with tne effects oi 
engine roughness. So far as the 
engine is concerned the usual 
app/oacn has been to use a 
spring, in recent years in the 
iorm of rubber mount, mainly 
te contro] frequency alone. 
In dealing witn engine

I have always advocated a 
system of information that will 
enable legislators ts. know in 
advance what bills may be 


introduced, what legisiation 
may be brought up for pass- 
age, and what important fac- 
tors should be considered at 
each session. If they know 
in advance—which they should

in their own counties and get 
their reaction and ideas on tie 
laws to be passed. That, in 
my estimation, is a representa- 
tive system of government. 
As it is now they come to 
Frankfort like babes in ‘ft 
wocds, each with some bill of 
his own that someone in his 
town or county has asked him 
to sponsor. One of the othe 
may be aware of the bill and 
few may realize the import- 
ance of it. It may be intro- 
duced 2s House Resolution No. 
7 was and passed upon most 
unanimously without anyone 
knowing how important it is. 
Why can’t we have after each 
election some group as_ the 
Statutes Revision Committee 
er some such group aprointec 
by the Governor to accept po- 
tential bills, put them in their 
proper legal forms, and send 
them out to all the elected 
Representatives and Senators 
for consideration. If this wa: 
done, they would have time to 
think them over, to talk them 
over with their voters back 
home, and could act on them 
constructively when they 
came to the legislative halls at 
Frankfort. There is no neces- 
sity of a 60-day session. It is a 
question of convening and ad- 
journing. All the work that 
will be done at this session 
could, in an emergency, be 
done in 10 days time, and yet
